Willis M. Everett Sr., member of

Church of the United States, was 
killed yesterday in an automobile 
accident near Jesup, Ga. 

His son, Lieutenant Colonel Wil- 
lis M. Everett Jr., assistant intel- 
ligence officer of . .c Fourth Serv- 
ice Command, and a well known 
attorney in private life, was slight- 
ly injured. 

According to reports, the acci- 
dent -occurred as the Everetts 
were driving to their summer 
home at St. Simons, when their 
ear was forced off the road by 
another traveling in the opposite 
direction. The Everett car over- 
turned. 

The elder Everett was killed in- 
gtantly. Colonel ‘verett suffered 
only minor injuries, and did not 
require hospital treatment. He re- 
turned last night to Atlanta with 
the body of his father. Funeral 
plans will be announced by H. M. 
Patterson & Son. 

Besides Colonel Everett, the eld-

FDR Hits Senators

taking issue with critical statements made at secret senate 


sessions, declared today that 


maybe Russia isn’t ready to 


go to war with Japan because she has something more im- 


portant to do. 


She has knocked the ‘Germans¢ 


down three or four times, the 
President said, and maybe if she 
knocks them down three or four 
more time. they will stay down. 

That wci« the President’s reply 
to an estimate, attributed to Sen- 
ator Lodge, Republican, Massa- 
chusetts, that a million American 
lives could be saved by use of 
Siberian bases in the war against 
Japan. Lodge and four other sen- 
ators recently completed a world 
tour of battlefronts and then ad- 
dressed the senate in closed ses- 
sions. A number of senators later 
informed reporters of what was 
said at the sessions. 

Net Result. 

In a lengthy discussion at his 
news conference, the President 
said that the net result if the 
Soviets granted the United States 
use of Siberian bases at this time 
might be that the Japanese simply 
would move in and take them 
over. Russia, he observed, would 
be weakened at a time when she 
may be getting set to knock the 
Germans out. 

The President also described as 
founded on error the criticism by 
another globe-girdling senator of 
shipment of civilian trucks to 
Australia. This legislator, Sena- 
tor Brewster, Republican, Maine, 
was quoted as saying that 30,000 
civilian trucks were sent to Aus- 
tralia in a year by lend-lease 
while 15,000 were allotted to 
American businessmen. Mr. 
Roosevelt said that was all wrong. 
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Actually, he said, 21,135 trucks 
were sent to Australia over two 
and one-half years, while 75,000 
were distributed here. 

The trucks sent to Australia 
were civilian in name only, he 
added, saying more than half were 
commandeered by the Australian 
government for direct military 
purposes. Trucks are especially 
needed in Australia, he continued, 
because the railways there are of 
four different gauges, making 
transhipments over different lines 
difficult. And, he declared, every 
truck which went ‘to Australia 
was specffically asked by General 
Douglas MacArthur. 

While the President was thus 
taking issue with some of the 
senatorial complaints, lend-lease 
continued under fire in the senate 
with Senator Ellender, Democrat, 
Louisiana, demanding an immedi- 
ate investigation of she agency’s 
operations. 

Ellender did not eisai acqui- 
sition of Russian air bases but 
proposed that President Roosevelt 
undertake negotiations now with 
Allied Nations generally on war 
aid settlements. 

Bargain Now, Says Ellender. 

“Let’s bargain now, while the 
war is on, without waiting for 
the question of repayment to com- 
plicate peace negotiations,’ El- 
lender said. “I don’t think we can 
expect full repayment from China, 
or from Russia at this time, but 
Great Britain at least should be 
called upon to help us replenish 
some of the natural resources we 
have been depleting to help her.” 

The Louisiana Democrat said 
that if the Senate Appropriations 
Committee or the Truman War In- 
vestigating Committee failed to 
undertake such an inquiry, he 
would introduce a resolution call- 
ing for a special senate investi- 
gation. 

Ellender was not one of the sen- 
ators to visit the battlefronts. They 
were Senators Mead, Democrat, 
New York; Chandler, Democrat, 
Kentucky; Russell, Democrat, 
Georgia; Brewster and Lodge.

Floods Allow

An Allied communique said 
only patrol activities and artillery 
duels had enlivened the rain-bog- 


24 hours, The Nazis grasped the 
respite to strengthen their defenses 
in depth along the northern bank 
of the Volturno, which Clark’s 
forces must penetrate in their 
drive toward Rome, 

Radio France of Algiers said in 
a broadcast heard in London to- 
night by the British Ministry of 
Information that American forces 
had advanced more than 14 miles 
in the last 24 hours and penetrated 
deep into mountainous terrain on 
the Italian front. 

General Clark’s Allied Fifth 
Army is beginning to turn the 
flank of the Volturno front north 
of Benevento, the broadcast said. 
It added that German resistance 
was stiffening. 

Despite the adverse weather the 
British Eighth Army was reported 
to have gained ground at some 
points on the Adriatic end of the 
line. German resistance in this 
area was described as increasingly 
stiff, however, and west of Ter-

Soviets Score 
Big Gains in 
Dnieper Battle 


LONDON, Oct. 
Red Army scored “important suc- 
cesses” in some sectors today in 
the great Battle of the Dnieper, 
edged closer to the White Russian 
citadel of Vitebsk in the north and 
landed behind the German lines 
on the Sea of Azov in the south, 
Moscow announced tonight. 

After the Soviet daily opera- 
tional communique had announc-, 
ed the Dnieper and Vitebsk gains, 


the Moscow radio in a broadcast’ 


recorded by the Soviet monitor 


disclosed the Sea of Azov flank- 

ing move, saying the Russians 

beat off three German counter- 

attacks to effect the landing at 

the southern end of the long Ger- 

man eastern front defense line. 
Night Landing. 

The landing was made by night, 
Moscow said, near Yalta, 20 miles 
southwest of Melitopol, where the 
Nazis for several days have been 
reporting big Russian attacks. 

Berlin today was silent on this, 
its most noteworthy announce- 
ment being a report that the Rus- 
sians had opened a new drive in 
an area described only as “north 
of Kiev.” 

The Soviet daily operational 
communique, recorded by the So- 
viet monitor, said the Red army 
continued to widen the areas it is 
winning back on the west bank 
of the middle Dnieper, where it 
is closing in relentlessly on the 
Ukrainian capital of Kiev. 

Moscow reported also that sev- 
eral populated places fell to the 
Russians in a continuing offen- 
sive against Vitebsk, where they 
were last reported about a score 
of miles away from their objec- 


50 Tanks Disabled. 

The communique’s only indica- 
tion of the ferocity of the fight- 
ing was the statement that 50 
German tanks were destroyed or 
disabled on all fronts on Monday 
alone, and 72 Nazi planes brought 
down. Dispatches to the Moscow 
press, however, filled in details. 

‘With Russian troops already in 
the suburbs of Gomel and with 
some units already across the Sozh 
river, the Soviet press said the 
Red army was lined up in force 
along the entire 100-mile long east 
bank of the river for a great as- 
sault across it. These forces were 
described as threatening Kiev 
from the north. 

Soviet press dispatches said the 
Red army had worked its way 
many miles west of the Dnieper 
above and below Kiev despite in- 
creasingly stiff German counter- 


attacks. 
Aerial Battles. 

Aerial battles over the Dnieper 
were described as almost inces- 
sant, with the Russians now en- 
joying the initiative on nearly all 
sectors and with the Nazi air force 
undergoing a crisis. The Soviet 
army newspaper, Red Star, said 
the Germans now were on a gen- 
eral aerial defensive.

Important Pact 


Is Credited to 
Recent Parley 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(/)— 
Britain’s right to use antisubma- 
rine bases in the Azores islands, 
granted by Portugal, was describ- 
ed today by President Roosevelt 
as the important news of the day 
—and he indicated that the bases 
would be available to the United 
States if needed in emergencies. 

The commander in chief told his 
news conference that the British- 
Portuguese agreement stemmed 
from his conference here last May 
with Prime Minister Churchill. 
Assurances were given the Portu- 
guese at the time, he said, that 
neither Britain nor this country 
had any desire to gain territory 
by taking the Atlantic islands 
away from Portugal. 

Applies te All, Says FDR. 

On the actual use of the Azores, 
Mr. Roosevelt said all that could 
be said at the present is that Brit- 
ain and ourselves are Allies and 
are trying to win the war; ‘hat 
we conduct joint operations. While 
we have no agreement with Por- 
tugal, he added, it seems obvious 
that in emergency cases we would 
use British facilities to protect 
American lives and ships. 

Answering an inquiry, the Pres- 
ident said he should think the 
same thing would apply to other 
seafaring United Nations. 

Asked whether the Cape Verde 
islands entered the picture at all, 
Mr. Roosevelt said they did not 
at the present time. 

The betting here is that Ger- 
many won't go to war with Por- 
tugal despite Lisbon’s action in 
granting Britain antisubmarine 
bases in the Azores. 

Berlin significantly had little to 
say today about this new blow to 
U-boats in the Atlantic. 

Berlin, Tokyo Wary. 

This was taken to mean that 
Germany would not be likely to 
press the issue and force Portu- 
gal over to the Allied side. 

To do so might require a Ger- 
man attempt to occupy the entire 
Iberian peninsula—including neu- 
tral Spain—a step which the Na- 
zis would hardly be eager to un- 
dertake now that they have con- 
verted their conduct of the Eu- 
ropean war to a defensive basis. 

Even to break relations with 
Portugal would deprive the Ger- 
mans of their listening post in 
Lisbon, the Portuguese capital. 

Japan and Portugal also remain 
officially at peace, although Ja- 
pan has been exerting pressure 
upon the Portugues colony of 
Macao on the south China coast. 

Meanwhile Japan continues oc- 
cupation of the Portuguese half of 
the island of Timor, 500 miles 
northwest of Australia.

Endocarditis 
Blood Needed 


In Transfusion 


Denied the rare drug penicillin 
—because officials in charge of its 
distribution say it has not proved 


effective in similar cases—doctors 
attending Miss Dorothy Adams, 
17, under treatment here for a 
blood stream infection, are trying 
to locate some person willing to 
make a transfusion donation, in 
an effort to curb the disease. 

W. D. Barker, superintendent of 
Georgia Baptist hospital, where 
Miss Adams, who is a resident of 
Summerville, Ga., has been con- 
fined for several weeks, said she 
is suffering from a staphylococcic 
blood stream infection, an unusual, 
and slow-acting ailment of the 
blood. 

Dr. Chester S. Keefer, of Bos- 
ton, Mass., of the National Re- 
search Committee, in charge of 
the distribution of penicillin, to 
whom Atlanta doctors appealed 
for the drug in Miss Adams’ case, 
has written the hospital research 
has not indicated the drug is ef- 
fective in treatment of sub-acute 
bacterial endocarditis, the nature 
of the disease attacking the young 
woman. 

Distribution of penicillin, the 
Boston doctor explained, is limit- 
ed to those cases in which it has 
proved effective in saving life. 

Doctors on the case, Barker ex- 
plained, believe recourse to the 
transfusion of blood from the 
veins of a person who has con- 
quered the disease will give Miss 
Adams strength to fight its rav- 
ages, and are basing their appeal 
upon their desire to continue with 
the treatment.

Duluth, Ga., With 700 People, 
Is Building $25,000 Hospital

This is one of the great stories 
of Georgia. 

It is a story about Duluth, Ga. 
Duluth has a population of about 
700 persons. Today it is building 
a $25,000 hospital, all steel and 
concrete. The foundations are 
down. 

It is a story which begins with 
the death of a small, ragged, sick- 
ly boy. He died not long before 
Christmas almost three years ago. 

Duluth had no doctor. Duluth 
is up near Norcross. It is off the 
main highway. You will not see 
it, driving along the highway. You 
can see the Bar-B-Q signs. And the 
desolate filling stations. But not 
the pleasant, quiet town of Du- 
SR 

This quiet town was sick when 
the boy died. Because it looked 
as if he had died from neglect. 
There was no doctor. There was 
no one to see the boy. There 
was no one to take him to. So, 
while Christmas came on the boy 
got sick and stayed sick and died 
just before Christmas. 

It shocked this small town. But 
it had the right sort of people in 
the town. That is why it is one 


jof the great stories of Georgia. 


They got busy, Within a few)

they had a clinic and, 
enough money to keep a nurse for 
a few weeks. 

They had done a good job. The 
men who could paint went out and 
painted. The men who could do 
carpentry did it. They sawed and 
hammered and they built a clinic. 
The women of the city “fixed it 
up.” You know what that means, 
curtains and so on. 

There was a man visiting in At- 
lanta that Christmas who heard 
about the clinic. He was A. R. 
Glancy, the father of Mrs. Rich- 
ard Hull. He had lost a daughter 
near another Christmas Day and 
the story of this poor, sick boy 
who had died in the little town 
at the time the world was cele- 
brating the birth of Christ hit him 
hard, 

He sent them a check and told 
them that there would be another 
check each year on the birthday 
of his daughter who had died near 
another Christmas day. 

The clinic flourished. There is 
no reason for Georgia to preen it- 
self about its medical services. 
There are dozens and dozens of 
Duluths. There are thousands of 
poor, sick people who never get 
real medical attention. 


>Last month there were 617 per- 
sons who came to it for treatment, 
diagnosis and advice. They come 
with hope and with joy. The lit- 
tle town of 700 persons has come 
to be a sort of mecca. People 
think of it with gratitude and 
with confidence. 

The clinic wasn’t enough. They 
needed a hospital. 

So, they went out. They talked 
to cotton farmers to whom $5 was 
a lot of money. They talked to 
little merchants to whom $10 was 
a good day’s income. They col- 
lected, in amounts small as a dime 
and not often larger than $10, a 
sum of $3,600. They went all over 
their county. They wrote to 
friends outside. They wrote to old 
residents. They got the money. 

They bought 25 acres of land. A 
well was drilled. It want down 
500 feet and there was no water. 
They held a prayer meeting and 
started another well. They hit 
good water at 200 feet. 

The thing has gone like that— 
faith, hope and charity.

Antisubmarine 
Bases Blow to 
U-Boat Menace

LONDON, Oct. 12.—(4)—Por- 
tugal, in an agreement annotnced 
by Prime Minister Churchill in 
the house of commons, today 
granted sritain naval and air 
antisubmarine bases in the 
Azores, strategic Atlantic cross- 
roads commanding all routes from 
the United States to Europe and 
the Mediterranean. 

The new bases, made available 
to Britain immediately, will give 
the Allies valuable aid in the 
battle against the German sub 
marine menace, expected to rise 
sharply again as the Allies prepare 
to invade the continent. The 
Azores lie 1,643 air miles south- 
west of London, 1,037 miles west 
of Lisbon and 1,495 miles south- 
east of the big Atlantic air base at 
Botwood, Newfoundland. 

“Important Factor.” 

British forces will be with- 
drawn from the Azores at the end 
of the war, Churchill said. Britain 
for her part is to assist “in fur- 
nishing essential material and 
supplies for the Portuguese armed 
forces and for the maintenance of 
Portugal’s national economy.” 

Churchill told commons that the 
new facilities “will enable better 
protection to be provided for mer 
shant shipping in the Atlantic,” 
and “will prove an important face 
tor in shortening, the .war.” 

Although the agreement was 
nounced amid rumors that Port 
gal, Britain’s oldest ally, bane 
about to take an active role in 
the wars Churchill made it clear 
that the Portuguese government— 
in ful] agreement with Britain— 
desired to “continue their policy 
of neutrality on the Eurovjean 
mainland and thus to maintain a 
— of peace in the Iberian penin- 
sula 

Portuguese Army Small. 

Premier Antonio de Salazar, of 
Portugal, emphasized the same 
point in a press conference at Lis- 
bon, saying nothing in the agree- 
ment affected Portuguese deter- 
mination to maintain neutrality on 
the European mainland. 

It was considered likely here 
that the Germans would refrain 
from hostility toward tiny Portu- 
gal, which has an army of only 
150,000 and a negligible air force, 
in order to keep up their valuable 
diplomatic and spy activity in 
Lisbon. 

The foreign ministry of Spain, 
which has a pact of friendship 
and nonaggression with her Iberi- 
an neighbor, issued a note saying 
the Spanish policy of vigilant neu- 
trality would be maintained. 

Allied Ships on Scene. 

Hope was raised immediately in 
London today that Eire, Turkey 
and other neutrals might take Por- 
tugal’s action as a precedent and 
extend military facilities to the 
Allies. Turkey is allied with Brit- 
ain under much the same sort of 
treaty as the 570-year-old Brit- 
ish-Portuguese agreement under 
which today’s action was taken. 

The new agreement-has been 
under negotiation for several 
weeks, and a Bern dispatch early 
today, hours before*the agreement 
was announced, said Allied vessels 
already were patrolling off the 
Azores. 

The German news agency DNB 
said in a Berlin broadcast that the 
British-Portuguese agreement had 
somé points not announced here, 
including a provision for the aboli- 
tion of German consulates and oth- 
er Axis consulates from the 
Azores, and for the deportation 
of Axis nationals. 

Closes Last Sea Gap. 

British occupation of ndval and 
air bases on the Azores will com- 
plete a great circle of island out- 
posts guarding the Allies’ all-vital 
Atlantic sealanes and will close 
the last gap in the oceanwide air 
patrol which once already has 
driven the U-boat packs back into 
port. 

Portuguese-owned for five cen- 
turies, the Azores are an island 
group of volcanic origin with a 
few secure harbors, particularly 
at Angra do Heroismo, Ponta Del- 
gada and Horta. The islands have 
a population of 242,000. The Horta 
and Ponta Delgada harbors are 
suitable for destroyers and other 
light naval vessels. 

Emphasis on Portugal’s contin- 
ued neutrality, -keynoted by 
Churchill, plainly meant that Lis- 
bon did not mean to declare war 
on the Axis. 

At the same time Portugal, by 
her current military maneuvers 
and civil defense precautions and 
rearming with British arms, Mani- 
fested a plain intention to defend 
herself if attacked. 
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REA to Employ 


Many Veterans 


After the war the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration will 
employ thousands of returning 
soldiers for expansion work, W. J. 
Neal, of St. Louis, deputy admin- 
istrator of the REA, reveals. 

Neal, in a speech yesterday be- 
fore district managers and super- 
intendents of the REA Co-oper- 
atives of Georgia, uncovered plans 
of the parent organization to add 
5,000,000 rural residents to the 
REA's already tremendous list of 
consumers. 

He pointed out that all surveys 
have been completed for the new 
lines, and that everything had 
been worked out on paper. 

“Now the only thing remaining 
is the actual work of installation,” 
he said. “That, of course, must 
wait until after the war, and it 
will give gainful employment to 
thousands of our returning sol- 
diers.” 

Georgia, he said, is the second 
largest state in the union in rural 
electrical consumption. He also 
pointed out there is still a vast 
amount of territory in the state 
without rural electrification. 

Praises Farmers. 

Eugene Casey, a Maryland 
farmer and an executive assistant 
to President Roosevelt, praised 
Georgians for their interest in the 
rural electrification program. 

“You recognized early the tre- 
mendous advantages that could 
come simply by modernizing your 
farms through electricity. Because 
of what you did you are today 
producing more cotton for the var- 
ious war uses than could have 
been done without electricity. You 
are recognized as one of the great 
poultry sections of the nation, and 
that industry owes its success in 
no small degree to electricity. All 
acknowledge Georgia as the out- 
standing fruit section of the na- 
tion. Electricity has made possible 
better production and preserva- 
tion of those fruits. 

“You produce tremendous quan- 
tities of vegetables. Electricity 
again, through refrigeration, has 
played its part. 

On the Line. 

“Georgia farmers today are 
truly on the war production line 
as much as are the great airplane 
factories of the west coast, Kai- 
ser’s shipyards and the vast mu- 
nitions plants of Michigan. 

“This year, farmers throughout 
this country earned their “E” in 
their battle for food production.” 

“When the electrical program 
gets to working in full operation, 
foods will be much better and 
cheaper,” Cylde T. Ellis, executive 
manager of the National Rural 
Electrification Co-operatives, de- 
clared. “You here in Georgia are 
today seeing the benefits of the 
freezer lockers, aS you are among 
the leaders in that field. You 
know that frozen foods are better 
than preserved or canned foods, 
and I hope to live to see the day 
when instead of shelves in grocery

stores we will see vast freezing 
lockers to hold the perishable 
foods indefinitely. 

“When the freezing program gets 
to operating full blast, the farmer 
can sell his product cheaper than 
at present, @nd the consumer will 
be able to get the frozen product 
cheaper than he is now getting the 
fresh product. 

“That statement sounds pretty 
broad, but when you analyze it, 
you can readily see where the 
economy comes in.” 

He pointed out that as a perish- 
able product, the farmer must sort 
out his produce, marketing only 
that which has not matured too 
far. 

“T doubt that under present con- 
ditions the farmer is able to mar- 
ket more than two-thirds of his 
production,” he said. “The other 
third, although still good, could 
not reach the market before it be- 
gins to spoil. This third goes to 
waste, and on the other two-thirds, 
the farmer has to take the price 
he is offered, for the rest of his 
produce soon will spoil if not con- 
sumed. | 

“Thus it is easy to see that with 
frozen foods, the farmer, the mer- 
chant and the consumer all will 
profit.”

area could now profitably operate 
an aluminum plant. 

“Your location is ideal,” he said. 
“You have the power right in your 
back yard, and you have the 
bauxite. At the present time the 
bauxite mined in Georgia and Ala- 
bama is being shipped to the alu- 
minum plants in Tennessee. 

“And remember new uses for 
aluminum are being developed 
every day. After the war, the de 
mand for aluminum will be -reater 
than it is now, and that demand 
will compare with the normal de- 
mand for steel. 

“At the present time REA co- 
operatives are buyi a vast 
amount of power from privately 
owned power companies. Even 
though the co-operatives are hav- 
ing to pay them a high wholesale 
rate, a rate that is entirely too 

igh, the co-operatives are retailing 
that power at rates cheaper than 
private companies, and still the 
co-operatives are making money.” 

In his address, Neal pointed out 
that REA co-operatives are now 
$5,000,000 ahead of schedule in 
paying off their indebtedness to 
the government, and that thou- 
sands of dollars of the co-opera- 
tives’ money was now invested in 
war bonds. 

The meeting, which is being 
held at the Capital City Club, 
brought together more than 200 
Georgians, interested in rural elec- 
trificatioh. It was presided over by 
Steve C, Tate, of Tate, Ga., presi- 
dent of the National Rural Elec- 
tric Co-operative Association, and 
also president of the Georgia Rural 
Power Reserve Electric Member- 
ship Corporation. 

A discussion of local problems 
today will conclude the program.

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Paper Exports 
Are Attacked 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(P)— 
The United States will export an 
estimated 30,974 long tons of 
newsprint this year, an official of 
the Foreign Economic Administra- 
tion testified today to a congres- 


sional committee investigating a 
shortage of printing paper in this 
country. 

Oscar Cox, general counsel for 
FEA, gave the committee figures 
to show the exports were lower 
than those during the average 
year from .1940 to 1942, but al- 
most triple those of the 1937-39 
average. 

During the first six months of 
1943, he said, total exports were 
17,946 long tons, of which 1,805 
tons were for lend-lease. The bal- 
ance were exports by private ship- 
pers. 

“Can you tell us,” asked Rep- 
resentative Wolverton, Republi- 
can, New Jersey, “why it is that, 
while American newspapers are 
being cut, exports from this coun- 
try are three or four times what 
they were previously?” 

Question of Policy. 

“As a question of policy,” Cox 
replied, “the @nited States should 
reconsider whether to send as 
much paper abroad in view of 
the tight situation at home or to 
eliminate exports altogether.” 

He said foreign export applica- 
tions are passed upon by the 
Board of Economic Warfare and 
“the State Department presents its 
political views” but the final per- 
centage of paper permitted to go 
abroad is determined by the War 
Production Board. 

Cox testified that exports to 
some countries were higher this 
year, but were down in other 
cases. 

“Tl have figures indicating that 
1,201,646 pounds went to Argen- 
tina between January and June 
this year,” remarked Chairman Bo- 
ren, Democrat, Oklahoma. 

“In the case of Argentina,” Cox 
replied, “shipments are much, 
much less.” 

After Cox testified, Boren in- 
troduced in the record a table 
from the Commerce Department 
showing United States newsprint 
exports of 35,939,056 pounds the 
first six months of this year. 

“Confidential.” 

The figures were marked “con- 
fidential. Disclosure punishable 
under espionage act” but Boren 
put them into the _ record after 
telling reporters: 

“I’ve never been given a satis- 
factory explanation as to why 
they are confidential.” 

Brigadier General B. M. Bryan, 
assistant provost-marshal general, 
told the committee there are “se- 
rious obstacles” to the widespread 
use of Axis prisoners of war to 
supplement the shrinking number 
of wood cutters working in the 
nation’s pulpwood forests. 

The cost of housing and guard- 
ing war prisoners might make 
their use impractical, he said, add- 
ing: 

“Remember, the German is an 
excellent soldier, and it is the 
duty of every good soldier to es- 
cape if he can,” 

The officer said there are suf- 
ficient prisoners of war to supply 
the 20,000 or 30,000 men Chair- 
man Boren estimated are needed 
to bring pulp wood cutting up to 
the capacity of paper mills. Forty 
per cent of the prisoners in this 
country are idle, he said. 

The chairman has had the rec- 
ords since last week when the 
committee reopened its investiga- 
tion of newsprint supplies.

Draft Dodger Prefers a Sentence 
To Exclusion From Nation’s Borders 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. Oct. 12. 
(A)—Stanley Mocarsky, Hartford 
Army plant worker who was ad- 
vised by the federal court to get 
out of the United States and not 
come back, says he would prefer 
to take an alternative penalty for 
draft dodging. The court insists, 
however, that he consider the sit- 
uation for a month before making 
a decision. 

Mocarsky, 23, and the father of 
a four-month-old child, pleaded 
guilty here yesterday to refusing 
to report for induction. Judge 
Carroll C. Hincks suspended sen- 
tence “on condition the defend- 
ant shall accomplish his removal 
from the United. States and 
thereafter shall remain outside its 
borders,” 

Almost immediately, Mocar- 
sky’s attorney told the court his 
client did not want to accept the 
proposition, but preferred to be 
sentenced. at once. The judge, 
however, advised Mocarsky to 
think it over, and continued the 
case for 30 days.

Mobilize, Berle’ 


Exhorts Italy 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—(4).— 
Assistant Secretary of State Adolf 
A. Berle Jr. reiterated tonight 
President Roosevelt’s assurance 
that Italy will be restored as a 
respected member of the family 
of nations under a government of 
its own choosing. 

The relations between the Unit- 
ed States and such an Italian gov- 
ernment, Berle said in an address 
before the Italian-American Labor 
Council, will be governed by the 
good neighbor policy of friendly 
cooperation between equals. 

The assistant secretary com- 
mended Marshal] Pietro Badoglio 
for recognizing the “relentless log- 
ic” of the situation created by 
Italy’s unconditional surrender 
when he “called on all Italians to 
make common front against the 
Nazi tyranny.” 

“Many sincere anti-Fascists,” he 
added, “have differed with the 
marshal during his long career. 
But their best thinking was 
summed up by Count Carlo Sfor- 
za (former Italian foreign minis- 
ter), who promptly and forth- 
rightly declared that so long as 
Badoglio was fighting the common 
enemy it would be criminal for 
any Italian to weaken his hand.” 


Berle did not mention King Vit- 

torio Emanuele or the future status 
of the house of Savoy. 
“Clearly,” he said, “the Italian 
people can be trusted to deal with 
the reorganization of Italy when 
it is cleansed of invading bay- 
onets. Today the pressing task is 
to mobilize every Italian from the 
Alps to the Ionian sea as a mighty 
army to repel these modern bar- 
barians who seek to make of Italy 
a Nazi gau (district).” 

As for the future role of labor 
unions in Italy, Berle said: 

“Any informed student of Eu- 
rope knows that no rebuilding is 
possible which does not include 
recognition of the far greater place 
of labor in the world to come. 
Plainly this must mean reconsti- 
tuting labor organizations as free 
and self-governing bodies capable 
of speaking once more for the 
workers, by whom the brunt of 
this fearful struggle has been 
borne, and for whom the peace 
must be made.” 

Berle emphasized that the Ital- 
ian people were not seeking neu- 
trality when they demanded peace 
with the Allies. 

“They knew,” he said, “that 
peace with the United Nations in- 
evitably meant war with the 
Nazis.” 

Elimination of Fascists in the 
newly liberated areas, he asserted, 
“is now being taken care of quite 
thoroughly by the Italian people. 
As the military lines move north- 
ward, the frontier of freedom 
moves with them.”

In Italy Allied fight-bombers 
smashed at Nazi gun positions the 
length of the front and destroyed 
motor transport and trains that 
are straining to keep the enemy’s 
fighting forces supplied with food 
and ammunition. 

Fighters Patrol Skies. 

Fighters patrolled the skies over 
the sodden battle-front throughout 
the day, looking for trouble, but 
the Germans did not send up a 
single plane to meet them Nota 
ship was lost to the Allies in all 
the day’s operations. ° 

For the seventh straight day the 
air war was carried to the Nazis 
in the Aegean Sea and the islands 
off Greece. U. S. heavy Liberat- 
ors poured bombs on the Calato 
airfield in Rhodes and Herakleion 
airport in Crete, while bomb-car- 
rying Lightnings attacked the An- 
timachia airport on the island of 
Cos in the Dodecanese. 

German motor truck convoys 
north of Rome were attacked Sun- 
day night, an announcement said, 
and bombers also raided Frosi- 
none, Cassino and Hondragone, 
northwest of Naples, Fighter- 
bombers scored direct hits on a 
long train and the railway station 
at Pescara, 52 miles above Termoli 
on the Adriatic coast. Another 
train transporting motor trucks 
was shot up and the locomotive 
destroyed. 

Clark’s Men Confined. 

The fourth day has passed since 
General Clark’s Fifth Army troops 
cleaned out the last German ests 
of resistance on the south bank of 
the Volturno and captured Capua, 
a principal crossing of the river 
17 miles north of Naples. With 
each day the rain had fallen 
harder and the twisting Volturno 
had risen higher to ccenfine Clark’s 
men to the south bank. Allied 
patrols crossed the stream at nu- 
merous points, but there had been 


no attempt to engage the Nazis | 


in force. 

The task merely of supplying 
Clark’s forces through the hub- 
deep mud was described as Her- 
culean. 

The Nazis have lined the north 
bank of the Volturno with conceal- 
ed machinegun posts and have 
strewn barbed wire between these 
advance fire points and their ar- 
tillery for several days kept up a 
heavy and accurate fire agafnst 
these Nazi gun positions and has 
destroyed some of them.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(?)— 
Senator O’Mahoney, Democrat, 
Wyoming, warned senate postwar

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Portugal Goes To War 

Portual has gone to war on the side of the 

Allies by granting naval bases to the Allied 
navies. 

An old nation, battleground of the Moslems, 
the Crusaders, the Moors, Spanish and French, 
Portugal brings a tradition of fighting. A king- 
dom since the 12th century, Portugal has been 
a republic since 1910. 

Portugal’s step into the war on the side 
of the Allies is important far beyond what 
slight military aid she would be able to supply 
by an actual declaration of war. 

Free use of the Azores and the Madeira 
islands will be of tremendous importance to the 
Allied cause in fighting submarines and in 
facilitating shipping. They mean important 
naval bases for warships and planes. 

Portugal’s action also nullifies Spain's 
threat to Gibraltar and the Straits. 

It should nail down Spain’s position of 
neutrality and further discourage that dis- 
reputable Fascist state from any more aid to, 
or encouragement of, the Germans. 

Also, it provides means for opening up the 
Bay of Biscay to Allied fleet movements. 

This means that an invasion of France 
from the Bay of Biscay is a very real possibility 
should Hitler force Portugal into the war. 
Certainly Hitler must put more men and guns 
on what is now a possible new “western front.” 

The over-all picture is improved because it 
will now be most difficult for Germany to use 
Spanish submarine bases. The Mediterranean 
picture is improved. 

Portugal brings much to the war. Not the 
least of her gifts is the one of morale. The 
Germans have a new enemy, new fears, new 
areas to protect. 

The people of Portugal forced the move. 
They demanded a place on the side of the 
Allies and the government could not refuse. 

It is an important and valuable declaration 


of policy.

Georgia and the REA 

REA co-operatives of Georgia, supplying 
70,000 farm families in the state, met in 
Atlanta yesterday for their annual report. 

Georgia has supplied the nation’s REA co- 
ops with their national president, Steve Tate, 
a well-known and popular resident of North 
Georgia. 

He has assisted in making Georgia the 
fourth REA state in the union. There are 43 
co-ops in the state, and all of them fill a need 
which could not have been met without the 
assistance of government fynds. These funds 
are being paid back at such a rapid rate most 
cO-Ops are a year or so ahead on their indebt- 
edness. 

The 70,000 farm families all have bought 
equipment beyond lights. The farm wife wants 
first a radio and second an electric iron. Ninety 
per cent have invested at least $100 each. This 
means at least $700,000 has been spent for 
electrical equipment. Thousands of the families 


- have added refrigerators, washing machines, 


and water pumps. At least 15 per cent have 
put in modern bathrooms at the time water 
pumps were installed. 

It is safe to say that without the nation’s 
REA program, the astounding food production 
of this year would not have been possible. 
Despite the progress made, REA reports that 
about 60 per cent of Georgia’s farmers still 
are without electricity. A program is planned 
to reach them. Power is purchased for the 
REA lines from the Georgia Power Company. 
It lightens toil and makes for a better home 
life as well as more efficient farming. 

Also in the future is a telephone, a high- 
frequency phone, which will employ the electric 
lines. The Bell company has worked with REA 
in the development of this telephone. 


The Church and War IIIs 


In witnessing to a war-sick world and to the 
postwar world, the church must begin by 
“confessing now her corporate sins, which are 
grievous and in part responsible for the dark- 
ness that covers the earth,” says a pastoral 
letter to the bishops of the Protestant Episco- 
pal church in the United States of America 


_ issued last Sunday. 


The pastoral refers to “concentration of 
wealth in the hands of a comparatively few 
people, a separatists policy of isolationism that 
beguiled us into imagining we were not our 
brother’s keeper, class distinctions that are 
anything but brotherly and racial discrimina- 
tions that are anything but just.” 

The pastoral continues: “The most hopeful 
feature of modern Christianity is its retention 
of a capacity to criticize itself. The way of 
repentance is the road to the discovery of the 
will of God... .” 

Churches and ministers are worried today. 
The war has turned many persons to the 
church, but there has been no great turning 
of the masses of people. 

In England, during the month of the blitz 
when death fell almost hourly from the skies, 
the churches were the natural gathering points, 
the ministers and priests the natural leaders 
of their flocks. 

They have not remained. Church attend- 
ance again is off. 

The Episcopal church is the first to examine 
its problems and to make public statement. 


Weather Report 


Somehow there is with us a feeling of 
futility about the weather. It now is possible 
for newspapers and the radio to report more 
fully on the weather. In the past war restric- 
tions have limited it to very brief and vague 
announcements. Somehow we have a feeling 
the new freedom is not one for which we have 
been fighting. Somehow the weather kept going 
right along. Just now it is beautiful and 
couldn’t be better. It will be interesting to 
see how the weather behaves now that it may 
be described in all its moods. Is the weather 
going to go on a binge now it can have its 
full measure of publicity. Or has it got modest 
and used to just a line or so.

TO ENGLAND---AT 217 M. P. H:; 
STORY OF RECORD CROSSING! 


(The writer of the following 
story, who is editor of the Brit- 
ish magazine, The Aeroplane, 
was a passenger on the transport 
plane that made the record At- 
lantic crossing early last week, 
Mr. Masefield is also the air cor- 
respondent of the London Sur- 
day Times.

LONDON, Oct. 12.—(By Cable) 
From the great production and 
development centers of the New 
World to the stern battlefronts of 
the Old in less than a day! Such 


an experience, 
early this week, brings home the 
great-influence of air transport on 
war communications now, and the 
influence it will have on more 
peaceful conditions in the future. 

This record-making flight by a 
Douglas C-54 Skymaster of the 
United States Army Air Trans- 
port Command was a magnificent 
conclusion to a seven-week tour 
of aviation works on the North 
American continent which I 
made, completing 23,810 miles in 
130 hours’ flying time. The final 
4,200 miles, from a Washington 
airport to a British airdrome, took 
17 hours and 50 minutes in the 
air. From the east coast of New- 
foundland to the point where the 
shore of the British Isles was 
crossed took only seven hours, 39 
minutes, at an average speed of 
262 miles an hour, aided by a tail- 


wind of 47 miles an hour. The 


flight has been made faster, but 
not by a regular ATC service op- 
erating genuine transport air-

In Comfort. 

The Douglas Skymaster, tall on 
a tricycle undercarriage, was 
waiting beside the ATC hangar as 
we walked out to go aboard. With 
a certain nostalgia for seven 
weeks of absorbing interest in the 
United States, so warm in its hos- 
pitality, so encouraging in its war 
effort, and for many new, good 
friends left behind, I ascended the 


‘|steps into the comfortable cabin— 


no spread-eagling among bomb- 
racks here, but rows of comfort- 
on adjustable seats, and a stew- 
ard. 

With 21 passengers and a crew 
of seven, the Skymaster rolled to 
the end of the runway. Urged up- 
wards by 5,400-horsepower, and 
with flaps a quarter down to in- 
crease the lift, the big transport 
thundered into the air, tucking up 
her wheels as the Army and Navy 
bases at Bolling Field and Ana- 
costia slipped below, as Washing- 
ton spread out for a moment and 
was gone. 

Baltimore and _ Philadelphia 
passed below as we climbed away, 
their shipyards and aircraft plants 
teeming with war output. Then 
through a thick ground haze came 
dimly Sandy Hook, the Statue of 
Liberty, the skyscrapers of the 


which was mine’ 


Battery, and then the whole of 
Manhattan's famous skyline. 

So the afternoon droned on, 
punctuated by Boston and Port- 
land, Me., then we were out across 
the open sea, and, presently, down 
to a landing on a new Anjierican 
airbase in Newfoundland. These 
Anglo-American lend-lease bases 
are a key to future world ‘trans- 


rt. 

The Skymaster had averaged a 
ground speed of 217 mites an hour 
for this preliminary leg of the 
flight. After 90 minutes for a meal 
and to gas up the ship, we were 
in the air again. Darkness had 
fallen as we took off, and as soon 
as we were out to sea the cheer- 
fully lighted cabin was blacked 
out by turning off all the lights. 
The Skymaster ploughed forward, 
flown by the automatic pilot—30 
tons of machinery directing its 
own course at 215 miles an hour 
air speed. Out on the wings the 
exhaust pipes glowed cherry red, 
and beyond them on the northern 
horizon the Aurora Borealis lit 
up the sky with a bright, waving 
curtain. 

The Night Passes. 

So the short night passed. The 
sky lightened above a snowy sea 
of gold-flecked clouds and, above, 
the sun made the whole sky pink. 
It was 0300 hours Washington 
time, but 0700 hours in the lati- 
tude into which we had flown. 
With daylight the voyage pro- 
gressed pleasantly with the initia- 
tion of a new Atlantic flier into 
a select short snorter circle, and 
his instruction in the mysteries of 
British coinage. 

Nine hours and thirty-four min- 
utes after the take-off we came 
down through the clouds to a per- 
fect landing at the British Atlan- 
tic terminal. The simpilicity of 
our arrival testified to aviational 
progress, for flying can never be- 
come really popular while it re 
mains an adventure. 

The last stage of our journey 
toward London was made in a 
Douglas F-53 Skytrooper in Spar- 
tan military comfort, but with 
much dispatch. In under 24 hours 
we had passed from. the blue 
skies of Washington and the sky- 
scrapers of New York to the 
small, green fields of England’s 
countryside and the bombed gaps 
in London’s streets. As the sirens 
wailed that night for a pinprick 
nuisance raid, the contrast be- 
came all the more vivid. Yet in 
this world, shrunken by air trans- 
port, there is more hope for last- 
ing peace than ever before, for 
after air power has played a domi- 
nant role in winning the war, it 
will play an equally prominent 
part in binding the nations to- 
gether. 

What I have seen in the United 
States and Canada during the past 
seven weeks makes me more con- 
vinced than ever of both these 
facts.

for re-election. I should like to 
point out, however, that no such 
consideration for the common 
man has ever existed and prove 
up by calling attention to the fact 
that the New Deal, from the very 
beginning, has held that no work- 
er is too poor to pay an income 
tax to the administration's sub- 


government, namely the unions of 
the AFL and the CIO. Such in- 
come taxes have always consti- 
tuted a first lien on all earnings 
of all workers even in the lowest 
brackets under the so-called labor 
policy of the New Deal and even 
now, with the victory tax still in 
effect, the unions still get first 
grab at the people’s pay in those 
areas, such as coal mining, where 
the closed shop and union secur- 
ity and union maintenance shops 
prevail. The closed shop is the 
ideal of the administration and if 
if were completely realized, as it 
may be and as the unioneers nat- 
urally hope it will be, every in- 
dividual worker in the nation em- 
ployed for wages or salary would 
be bound to contribute to the co- 
lossal slush fund.

ONE WORD MORE 
By RALPH McGILL. 


KATIUSHA There now has been‘told (what couldn't be told 

before) that the Germans staggered our air attacks 
from Flying Fortresses with the sudden appearance of rocket-firing 
fighter planes. 

Until then our Forts had been hammering hard, keeping off 
most of the Nazi fighters with the deadly .50- 
caliber machineguns with which they are so 
thoroughly armed. Flying in a formation which 
allowed for terrific fire power from any ap- 
proach made by the Nazis, the Forts were more 
than holding their own, shooting down many 
more than were lost from theirgown number, 

Then there came into the skies over France, 
Holland and Germany a new plane, probably 
a two-@ngine fighter, with a rocket gun. 

These fighters could stay out of range of 
the .50-calibers and fire explosive rockets at 
the massed Forts. The Forts still stood up 
under an amazing amount of punishment. But 
the rockets were doing a lot of damage. 

We answered by putting a “belly tank” on 
the Thunderbolt, the air-cooled engine fighter 
which has won the hearts of all who have 
flown it. 

These belly tanks, made of paper treated with a shellac and 
varnish, will hold gasoline for an indefinite length of time. The 
gas from these tanks is the first used and, once exhausted, the 
empty paper tanks are dropped. The regular tanks are switched 
on and allow the fighter to finish the job of escorting the Forts back 
home. A Thunderbolt can keep the rocket-fighting fighters busy. 

This rocket-from-a-plane is but a variation of the famous Rus- 
sian “Katiusha,” the weapon which helped keep the Germans out 
of Stalingrad. 

On my recent trip to England I saw lots of rocket guns of 
various sizes and types. It is not yet permitted to write of them, 

I also heard a lot about the Russian “Katiusha,” and the other 
day, in the quiet and calm of Paramount's studio, I saw the dainty 
little weapon in action. 

The Russians were the first to use rockets. In all the second 
year of the war in Russia we kept hearing about the secret weapon 
which the Russians were using against the Germans. 

« Later on it was told that it was called “Katiusha.” Mr. Leonid 
Skvirsky informs me the word is one of endearment. It means 
something like “Little Darling Kitty,” being an abbreviation of 
Katherine, Probably the nearest American translation would be 
“Sweet Katy,” said Mr. Skvirsky. 

The Russians, noted for a sense of humor, must have loved this 
weapon. Soldiers like to give names to their most effective weapons. 

In the movies the rockets left their slanting racks with a tremen- 
dous roar and flashed white-hot across the screen. The ground 
shook. The skies rbdared. 

I have been told that when the great batteries of other type 
rockets fire, the earth actually does shake and the noise of large 
cannon is drowned out. I can believe it. 

There were no barrels to these rocket “guns.” They were simply 
long racks, slanted into the ground, and rockets were fired from 
them almost exactly as one sets off Christmas skyrockets. Except, 
of course, the great number of rockets fired at once are set off by 
automatic controls. 

These are shown in the picture, “The City That Stopped 
Hitler.” It is, of course, the story of Stalingrad. It is worth seeing. 
The pictures of Little Darling Katiusha in action makes it -a must. 


OUR OWN ROCKETS Our own rockets are, of course, a 


secret. The Russians, without doubt, 
have improved on the rockets which helped Stalingrad stop Hitler. 

We were told, before Pearl Harbor, that we had some develop- 
ment in rockets. The Russians announced they -were working on 
a rocket bomb which raced to earth with a much greater force than 
one falling with only the pull of gravity. No further word has 
come of them. 

I would guess we have planes with rockets and that the Eng- 
lish have them as well. There is no great new use for them so 
long as the Germans are not sending over masses of bombers. 

I would guess again that the fighter planes of the future might 
have whole batteries of rocket guns as well as the .50-caliber, 
There will be plenty of 20 and 37-mm. cannon 
on them as well. 

Rocket batteries on carriers may be one of the moves of the 
future. The rocket is the one big new development in weapons. 

In the field of huge explosives, it should be much easier to send 
tremendous rockets, carrying more explosives than ‘the 16-inch 
shells of today, to distances as yet unreached by shells. 

It is reported the Germans are saying they have a shell which 
they can fire from France into London. I would wager it is some 
sort of rocket arrangement, if it is, as I hope it is not, a true threat. 

This idea of rockets is, of course, one of the oldest of ideas. It 
is just that in this war they have been brought to a high peak of 
effectiveness. Scientists will go on with them. 

There already is in production a rocket-type engine, operating 
on a series of propulsions, with which it will be possible to equip 
automobiles and even locomotives. At least its inventors so claim 
and there is no good reason why they should not be right. 

With radar and rockets, to mention only two of the wonders of 
this war, the scientists are making the comic strip heroes appear 
_very calm and even somewhat effeminate.

Who Pulls the Strings

It might be easy to form an accurate and just opinion of our 
neighbors if we would judge them on their merit and only by the 
visible evidence, but usually we have some preconceived notion 
that warps our vision and determines the verdict in advance. This 
is equally true of our distant neighbors in Washington, and their 
method of judging one another. 

Washington’s jobholders, big and little, are divided into two 
rather distinct classes. One consists of conservatives, who believe 
in such old-fashioned things as thrift and honesty, dread of debt, 
government by the people, and the right of every man to earn all 
he can and enjoy the fruits of his labor in security. 

The other group consists of left-wingers or starry-eyed fixers 
who believe in skinning the rich to benefit the poor—which means, 
in practice, taking business and industry from those who built it 
and operating it themselves for the good of the little people. who 
can’t be trusted to manage their own lives and need the left-wingers 
to play papa and tell them what to do and when to do it. 

When the government does something sensible and practical, the 
left- wingers howl: “Poor Mr. Roosevelt! Those scheming conserva- 
tives in so-and-so department have put one over on him. They do 
things behind his back, without regard for what he wants.” 

And when the government does something wild and reckless or 
plain dumb, the conservatives moan: “Poor Mr. Roosevelt! Those 
dangerous left-wingers and so-and-so department have tricked him 
again. They do as they please, in defiance of his orders, and they'll 
ruin him yet.” 

The puzzled people, hearing these things, say to themselves: 
“What is this mystery? How come the President so helpless? Can't 
he fire these people who betray him? Is he, in the very midst of 
things, the only person who doesn’t know what is going on? What 
ties his hands?” 

The answer is that nothing ties them. He js not, as he is made 
to seem, like a helpless boy king in sdme Balkan state, surrounded 
by sinister old court officials who use his power without asking 
what he thinks about it. 

Roosevelt is boss. What he says goes. Appointees go along with 
him, or else. Forget that, and many happenings are mysterious; 
remember it, and all is crystal clear. 

Big and little bureaucrats are sometimes blamed unjustly, but 
they haven't been guilty of treason. One of the duties of bureaucrats 
is to stand « out in front and take brickbats aimed at the chief. 
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“For the last time, I’m telling you—you gotta cut out 
popping your gum!”

Britain Must Draft Men 


To Work in Coal Mines 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—(4)—The 
British government announced 
today that it must draft men to 
work in the coal mines on the 
same basis that they are called 
up for the armed forces. 

The minister of fuel and power, 
Major Gwilym Lloyd George, 
opening a two-day debate on fuel 
in the house of common, said that 
voluntary recruiting had failed to 
produce enough men to keep the 
mines operating at the required 
speed. He added that, while com- 
pulsory recruiting was necessary, 
the voluntary system also would 
be retained. 

A minimum of 720,000 men 
must be maintained in the mines, 
the fuel minister declared. Men 
called up for the mines will be 
trained for a month at mine and 
labor centers and later given a 
specialized training for the jobs 
to which they are assigned.

‘Senators Slowing War, 


Says London Mail 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—(4)—The 
London Daily Mail declared edi- 
torially today that the five U. S. 
senators who have reported their 
findings on a world tour of battle- 
fronts to a senate executive ses- 
sion were likely to hamper war 
production unintentionally by 
“creating civilian indignation and 
prejudice.” 

The editorial was the first ex- 
tended answer by the British 
press to recent criticism in some 
quarters of. British postwar eco- 
nomic aims. 

The Daily Mail declared that 
Senator Ellender, Democrat, Lou- 
isiana, was “ten times wrong” in 
a statement he was reported to 
have made relative to the per 
capita debt borne by Britons and 
Americans. 

The newspaper said the Louisi- 
ana senator was “reported as say- 
ing that the debt per head in 
Britain was 27 pounds (approxi- 
mately $108) in 1938 and only 41 
pounds ($164) today.” It added 
that “actually the debt per head 
in 1938 was 166 pounds ($664), 
and today, at a conservative esti- 
mate, it stands at 400 pounds 
($1,600) .” 

Referring to the five senators 
who made the world tour, Sena- 
tors Russell, Democrat, Georgia; 
Brewster, Republican, Maine; 
Mead, Democrat, New York; 
Lodge, Republican, Massachusetts, 
and Chandler, Democrat, Ken- 
tucky, the Daily Mail recalled that 
one of the most common wartime 
slogans was “Careless Talk Costs 
Lives,” and added: 

“We commend this slogan to the 
five American senators who ap- 
pear to be busy throwing large- 
size spanners (wrenches) into the 
delicate machinery of Anglo- 
American understanding.” 

The newspaper said that the 
senators were harming the war ef- 
fort because, by “creating civilian 
indignation and prejudice, they 
hamper production and eventually 
hamstring the boys on the beaches, 
in the mountains, in the air and 
on the seas...” 

“These senators,” the newspa- 
per continued, “indulge no such 
nefarious intention. But that, un- 
fortunately, is likely to be the ef- 
fect of wild rumors, uncorroborat- 
ed reports and sheer nonsense 
which are flooding the United 
States. 

“We are all aware of the splen- 
did contribution of the United 
States to the war, and we are also 
conscious of not doing badly our- 
selves. 

“The truth is, every one of the 
United Nations is doing its ut- 
most to win the war, and those 
who hinder rather than help are 
only playing into the hands of 
our enemies.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(P)— 
A federal retail sales tax, coupled 
with rigid economy in govern- 
ment expenditures, was urged 
upon congress today by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, as 
a substitute for the administra- 
tion’s badly pummeled $10,500,- 
000,000 new revenue program. 

Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, interrupt- 
ed nresentation of the Chamber’s 
tax suggestions to say “I’ve never 
been able to reconcile the Treas- 
ury’s argument that increased in- 
come taxes ,would retard inflation, 
while a sales tax would increase 
inflation.” 

Doughton took no definite po- 
sition on the issue, but said he 
wanted more information. In the 
past he has led fights against sales 
taxes. 

The sales levy, however, appear- 
‘ed to have run into a rising tide 
|of opposition in the committee. 
| There were no predictions that 
‘congress would pass such a tax. 

Against Increase. 

Ellsworth C. Alvord, chairman 
of the Chamber’s committee on 
federal finance, opposed further 
increases in income taxes— either 
for corporations or individuals— 
as proposed bythe administration. 

He declared the Treasury De- 
partment’s multi-billion revenue 
plan is “supported solely by po- 
litical expediency.” 
| Although recommending no pre- 
‘cise level for the sales tax, Alvord 
'told the committee a 10 per cent 
tax without any exemptions prob- 
ably would yield over $6,000,000,- 
000, and a 5 per cent levy about 
$3,500,000,000. 

The witness said it was the 
Chamber’s belief that a sales tax: 

1. Is desirably deflationary, and 
would help stamp out black mar- 
kets. 


2. Would collect substantial: rev- | 


enues, without imposing unbear- 
able burdens, from those receiving 
four-fifths of the national income. 

3. When viewed merely as a part

4. Would render unnecessary 
the tremendous increases in cer- 
tain excise taxes advocatéd by the 
Treasury.

He was a Mason, and 
a member of. the Atlanta Bar As- 
sociation aria Phf Kappa Psi fra- 
ternity.. His office was in the 
Connally building, and his resi- 
dence was 729 Piedmont avenue,

- Representatives of striking 
truck drivers’ unions have agreed 
tentatively on a proposal to ask 
their members to return to work 
and end a week-long walkout that 
has snarled freight shipments in 
six southern states. 

Before returning to their locals 
to submit the proposal reached 
here last night, the union repre- 
sentatives awaited validation of 
offers made by the operators and 
other parties, Conciliation Com- 
missioner John Lacy announced. 

Lacy said the preliminary pro- 
posal was agreed on by the union 
representatives, the operators, the 
War Department and the United 
States Conciliation Service. 

He declined to reveal specific 
details of the agreement until for- 
mal acceptance. 

Complain of Delay. 

Union representatives said the 
truck drivers were dissatisfied 
with delay of the War Labor 
Board on a request for increased 
wages. The case was submitted 
to WLB 11 months ago, union 
spokesmen said. 

Robert Borden, of Birmingham, 
international representative of the 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauf- 
feurs, Warehousemen and Help- 
ers’ ‘Union (AFL), headed the 
group of 14 union representatives 
at the conference. Borden esti- 
mated 8,500 of the union’s 20,000 


members in the south were af- 
fected. 

At St. Louis, 500 members of 
local unions voted to haul war 
materials, starting today, but de- 
cided to stay on strike. A com- 
mittee of representatives from 
union, operators and Army is to 
determine shipments. 

Women Drive Tractors. 

The St. Louis Ordnance Depot 
sent six women with Army trac- 
tors to pick up commercial trail- 
ers loaded with war materials. 
The Army put signs designating 
them as essential freight on the 
trailers and their movement was 
not interfered with. 

The regional Office of Defense 
Transportation estimated more 
than 25,000,000 pounds of freight 
were tied up in Memphis, Atlanta, 
Birmingham, Jackson, Miss., Nash- 
ville and Knoxville, No strike was 
reported at Knoxville, but ship- 
ments there were affected, ODT 
said. Truckers in New Orleans 
are on strike, but ODT was not 
certain of the freight affected. 

The strike was termed “strictly 
wildcat” by Business Manager P. 
H. Hall, of the Atlanta Teamsters’ 
local. He said drivers were dis- 
gruntled over long delay of the 
National War Labor Board in de- 
ciding a salary increase case. 

A spokesman for the operators 
said they were awaiting WLB ac- 
tion. The WLB = announced it 
would await outcome of the con- 
ciliation service’s efforts before 
making a further statement. The 
regional WLB chairman adopted 
a hands-off policy. But Paul 


Styles, chief of the regional WLB 
dispute division, appeared in- 
en at the ‘conciliation par- 
ey. 

He reiterated WLB policy of 
stopping the processing of a case 
during work stoppage and urged 
an end to the stoppage as the best 
method to expedite a decision on 
the pay hike proposal. 

Major Paul H. Hines, chief of 
the labor branch of the Army’s 
Fourth Service Command, and 
Major E. J. Bennett, chief of in- 
dustrial relations branch of the 
Southeastern Precurement Dis- 
trict for the air forces, sat in the 
conciliation conference, which 
was closed to reporters. 

The Army said its trucks were 
not being used to move freight 
tied up at commercial terminals 
by the strike. But materials not 
consigned to truck lines has been 
moved in Army depot. vehicles, 
and some consignments. desig- 
nated by the Army as urgent have 
been moved by striking drivers, 
an Army official said.

Before entering the jury room 
yesterday, Alderman Gilliam, a

THE BAYOUS OF LOUISIANA. 
By Harnett T. Kane. (William 
Morrow. $3.50. )

A deep and stirring account 
of a scene and people unique in 
America is this well-written 
book of South Louisiana and the 
bayou country which is a land 
apart, shut away from the rest 
of the world behind its liquid 
barriers. 

Kane, a Louisianian himself, 
tells the whole story of life on 
the bayous in a lively, captivat- 
ing manner that lifts the read- 
er out of a war-torn world to 
lose himself in tales of life filled 
with the flavér of another Ven- 
ice, Main Street on the water. 


With his deep understanding 
of southern life and _ scenes,

Exercise to Wear Clothes Well

side of the hips, lie back on the 
floor, in a semi-sitting position, 
supported by the forearms down 


at sides. Keep feet together and 
push vigorously with one hand and 
roll over on opposite hip and thigh. 
Push with that hand, and roll over 
on other side. After you get good 
at bringing all your weight to bear 
on those particular fat pads, you 
can work in an exercise for the 
abdominal girdle by holding feet 
together a few inches off the floor 
as you roll. Begin the exercise 
with 10 counts and gradually in- 
crease to 20. 

If your main idea is to smooth 
down a rear projection, sit bolt 
upright, with hands clasped about 
flexed knees, spine straight. Hold 
that straight line of the spine and 
roll backward until flexed knees 
are directly above chest. Then, 
shoot one leg straight out from 
hip, give a heave-ho, and roll back 
to sitting position. At that stage of 
the exercise, you should have on 
leg straight out in front, the other 
bent with arms clasped about the 
knees, foot on floor. If you will 
experiment a little with that ex- 
ercise, you can hit almost any fat 
pad on the hipline. For instance, 
tpere is no law you have to roll 
directly backward on your shoul- 
ders. You might do better by roll- 
ing from right shoulder to left hip 
and up to sitting position. That 
is something you will have to 
work out for yourself, and it is 
true of all rolling exercises. The 
position that places the fat pad 
into contact with the floor and 
brings your weight to bear on it 
is the most efficient.

HYDE PARK, Monday, Oct. 11—A young 
naval officer sent me a letter the other day 
which I am going to quote to you. It is one 
of the most heart-rending but courageous let- 
ters I have ever read. It probably tells the 
story, not of this one woman alone, but of 
many thousands of women in this country to- es 
day, who are meeting similar situations. To sts) os 
know how this woman met her particular trial may be helpful te 
many others: 

“Approximately two weeks ago, my younger brother, a lieu- 
tenant in the Army, received multiple injuries that are rather 
horrible in detail. When mother received the news, she imme 
diately entrained to be near him as soon as possible. While on 
board the train, she jotted down a few thoughts and mailed them 
to me. I wish to quote a few of the same verbatim, for it is within 
them I tell my story. I am sure that you will understand her state 
of mind while expressing her viewpoint. 

“ ‘Now I want you all to think wtih me, with all your heart and 
soul, that the loss of one hand and a thumb, etc., is not going te 
handicap in any way his success in life. The only way that I can 
fathom it out, and that gives me any comfort at all, is that it must 
have happened for a reason, and that reason is that he is going to 
be a much bigger and better man without that hand than he would 
have been with it. I am holding on with a viselike grip to that 
thought and nothing will ever change—it is the thought I must get 
over to him. Certainly there will be qualities developed in him 
that would never have existed as part of him before.’” 

The boy who sends this letter to me is the brother of the young 
Army officer. The fact that he wrote to me about it, shows that 
he realized many women—mothers, wives and sweethearts—might 
need the help of his mother’s example. He wanted them to know

Hoov er on Sports ing the anteroom to J. Edgar Hoover's 
office at the Federal Bureau of Investigation, one; is struck by the 
trophy cases.

They represent athletic triumphs of the FBI in the gov- 
ernment league.

“TI think that sports is most important in wartimes—football, 
baseball and the like.

Hoover had settled back in a swivel chair, in the beginning, 
and spoke rapidly and concisely about bureaucratic Washington 
and the abundance of stuffed shirts.

“Humility is, I think, the greatest virtue. I recall stand- 

ing by a great redwood tree in California last summer. I 

realized how insignificant a man can be.

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—(P)— 
Baseball has wrapped up another 
wartime World Series and in some 
respects it might be a good idea 
to leave it right there under cover. 

The truth is that the 40th elas- 
sic of the diamond, as it is some- 
times called, was not a memorable 
World Series. 


It drew larger crowds than last 
year’s record attendance, pro- 
duced a new high players’ pool 
and provided more than $300,000 
for war charities, yet it fell short 
by the one standard on which it 
can be measured against previous 
classics ——- good baseball perform- 
ance, 

This, perhaps, was to be expect- 
ed because both the New York 
Yankees and St. Louis Cardinals 
were of necessity makeshift ball 
clubs and had players on the field 
who would not have been even 
on the bench in peactime. 


The result was a jittery, jum- 
bled exhibition in which 15 errors 
were made in five games and the 
series was decided on breaks ra- 
ther than on baseball skill. The 
Yankees deserved to win because 
they had the championship spirit 
to take advantage of the openings 
where they occurred, 

Pitching, which decides most se- 
ries and which was the one rea- 
son the Yankees were established 
in advance as favorites for this 
classic, was not the deciding fac- 
tor as it turned out. The hurling 
for both sides was.good, although 
scarcely spectacular, and, taking 
an over-all view, the Cardinals 
had the best of it. 

But the Red Birds were badly 
overshadowed in two departments 
in which they had claimed supe- 
riority—fielding and base run- 
ning. Instead of the Cardinals giv- 
ing a wild base-running orgy like 
they staged last year to beat the 
Yanks, this year it was New York 
which literally ran over the Car- 
dinals on the base paths. 

There were no great stars in the 
series and no easily identifiable 
goats. Joe Gordon, who had been 
both in the past—a hero in 1941 
and a bust in 1942, regained his 

lace of eminence among second 

asemen and set a new series 
fielding record. Frank Crosetti 
was more outstanding, not exactly 
a star but more precisely a pest. 
He was mixed up in more impor- 
tant plays during the five games 
than any other player. Bill John- 
son was the leading hitter with six 
safeties, including a triple that 
broke open the third ball game. 
Martin Marion had the highest av- 
erage, .357, made on five hits. Bill 
Dickey’s catching was masterful 
as always and his homer account- 
ed for yesterday's 2-to-0 triumph 
in the final game. The one un- 
questionably fine pitching perform- 
ance was given by Lefty Marius 
Russo in winning on Sunday. 

The Cardinals’ collapse was gen- 
eral, but one of the biggest busts 
certainly was Lou Klein, who bat- 
ted .285 and knocked in 63 runs 
in the regular season, but who had 
an average of .136 at bat in the 
series. In five games he ‘left 13 
runners stranded on the bases, 
twice making the final out in an 
inning with the _ loaded.

Further Cuts 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(/)— 
Further sharp curtailment of ci- 
vilian driving was forecast today 
in an Office of War Information 
survey pointing up the mounting 
demand for gasoline for swiftly 
expanding military operations. 
Not only will there be less gaso- 
line, but its quality will ‘become 
progressively poorer, OWI pre- 
dicted. 

The report estimated that quan- 
tities available to civilians now 
are running 500,000 barrels short 
of the daily prewar consumption. 
It added bluntly that the short- 
age “will intensify for the dura- 
tion.” 

The gloomy survey of civilian 
support prospects was made pub- 
lic just after the Petroleum Ad- 
ministration for War announced 
reorganization of its foreign opera- 
tions division in a manner indi- 
cating that greater use would be 
made of oil sources abroad. 

(The action followed criticism 
by five U. S. senators who return- 
ed from a war-front tour saying 
American oil supplies were being 
drained while foreign sources 
were not heavily enough tapped.) 


The trend of demand as the 
United Nations move to the offen- 
sive is reflected in these OWI sur- 
vey figures: 

In 1942 12.5 per cent of all gas- 
Oline produced in the east, mid- 
west and southeast went to the 
armed forces and lend-lease. Re- 
quirements for next year and 
1945 are estimated at more than 
three times this amount. 

Tanks of one armored division 
will consume about 25,000 gallons 
in traveling 100 miles while 1,000 
Flying Fortresses on a single six- 
hour mission will burn at least 
1,500,000 gallons of high-octane 
fuel. 

Keeping such operations at full 
pace was responsible, the report 
said, for last. winter’s fuel oil 
and gasoline crisis in the east. 
The sinking of 14 large tankers 
bound for North Africa made it 
necessary, it was explained, to 
seize Atlantic coast supplies to get 
replacements to the battlefront 
quickly.

Macon Got Ist 
Central Train 


100 Years Ago 


MACON, Ga., Oct, 12.—(P)—A 
hundred years ago tonight, the 
first train to run from Savannah 
to Macon rolled into this city— 
then a town of less than 4,000 
population—and the Central rail- 
road achieved the distinction of 
being the longesf rail line in the 
world under one management. 

The next day was an occasion 
for gala celebration, barbecue and 
speeches. 

Macon itself was less than 20 
years old as an incorporated city. 
The Monroe railroad already link- 
ed the town with Forsyth and 
Griffin, and Central’s new depot 
was located in East Macon. It 
wasn’t until 10 years later that 
permission was granted the road 
to come into Macon proper. 

However, on Friday, October 13, 
1843, practically the entire popu- 
lation turned out for the official 
reception. 

Tomorrow, the 100th anniver- 
sary of that date will be observed 
by Macon’s civic clubs. Songs of 
the 1840’s will be sung by a Cen- 
tral of Georgia quartet, and Cen- 
tral officials will make speeches. 
Descendants of the engineer and 
conductor of that first train have 
been invited to attend this cele- 
bration. One of these descendants, 
Charles L. Cannon, great-grandson 
of Conductor John O. Davis, 
works for the Central at Macon. 

In the early years of the Sa- 
vannah-Macon link—191 miles— 
the schedule called for a 12-hour 
trip, and the fare was $8 in a 
passenger car, $5 in the baggage 
car. 

The present schedule is five 
hours and 10 minutes. The coach 
fare, $3.20. 


State Compensation Law 


If a large company lets out part 
of its work to small contractors 
who do not have as many as eight 
employes, the company itself is li- 
able for payment of the unemploy- 
ment compensation tax on the 
contractors’ employes, the Geor- 
gia supreme court has ruled, If 
the contractors have eight em- 
ployes, they are rated as employ- 
ers themselves under the act and 
are liable for the tax payments. 

The court upheld constitution- 
ality of a sectioh of the state un- 
employment compensation law 
which was attacked by the Jeff- 
reysMcElrath Manufacturing 
Company of Macon. The lumber 
company sued Labor Commission- 
er Ben T. Huiet to recover $298 
alleged to be due in unemploy- 
ment compensation taxes. The 
firm contracted with others to 
fell, saw and haul timber used, 
and denied tax liabiilty on em- 
ployes of these “independent con- 
tractors.” 

A unanimous. decision * written 
by Chief Justice R. C. Bell said 
one purpose of the section seem- 
ingly “was to prevent owners of 
large unitary businesses from 
breaking them up into small op- 
erations” and thereby to defeat 
the objective of the general assem- 


bly.

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Book 4 Stamps 


Valid Nov. l 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(4)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today designated the green 
stamps of war: ration book four 
for purchase of canned fruits and 
vegetables starting November l. 

Scheduled for distribution in a 
schoolhouse registration the last 
two weeks of this month, the new 
book’s A, B and C green stamps 
will be valid from November 1 
through December 20. 

During the first 20 days of this 
period the final series of blue 
stamps in book two—X, Y and Z 
—will also be good. These have 
been valid since October 1. 

The new stamps will have the 
same point values as those of book 
two. They will be used for proc- 
essed foods until early in 1944 
when the introduction of the ra- 
tion token system is planned. 

Thereafter the blue and _ red 
stamps of book four will be used 
for processed foods and meat with 
the new tokens of the same colors 
given as change. 

This will mean a transfer at 
that time from the brown stamps 
of book three to the red in book 
four for meat purchases. The bal- 
ance of book three stamps will 
then be held in reserve, OPA said. 

Other than the brown, the only 
stamp of book three assigned for 
use thus far is No. 1 on the “air- 
plane” sheet, which will be valid 
for shoes beginning November l. 

Exact times and places of the 
registration for book four will be 
announced locally.

Service Men’s Voting) 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(P)— 5 


Legislation aimed at speeding up 
voting by service men overseas 
and at home was introduced to- 
day in congress. 

The bill provides for transmis- 


rather than V-mail and establishes 
a war ballot commission to re- 
lieve the Army and Navy of ad- 
ministrative work in handling the 
absentee ballots. 

It was offered in the house by 
Chairman Worley, Democrat, Tex- 
as, of the House Elections Com- 
mittee, and in the senate by Sen- 
ators Green, Democrat, Rhode Is- 
land, and Lucas, Democrat, Illi- 
nois. 

Worley said the proposal re- 
vised the present system which 
“has . proved too complicated, 
time-consuming and cumbersome 
to afford’ a genuine opportunity 
for voting.” 

Further changes in the measure | 
are expected to be recommended 
by 48 secretaries of state at a 
meeting in St. Louis October 18.
